Liverpool, Aug. 12.— The crisis in 
the dockers' strike was reached when 
I he leading ship owners gave notice 
that, unless a settlement is reached 
by Monday, they will attempt to ef 
feet a lockout in all the industries of 
Liverpool. 


The ship owners complain that, in 
spite of their recent agreement with 
the 
dockers, sectional 
strikes 
have 
taken place, hampering trade. 
They 
warned the union leaders that, unless 
they could 
hold 
their men 
to 
the 
terms of the agreement, a serious situ­ 
ation would arise. 
Therefore fifty ot 
the lending ship owners form ally noti­ 
fied the dockers’ union that, unless all 
sections of the strikers resume work 
by Monday noon, steps will be taken 
to close down all the work throughout 
th* part. 
In a letter to the lord mayor the 
ship 
owners 
explain 
affairs 
have 
reached a stage where trade is impos­ 
sible. as the men have refused to ac­ 
cept their friendly overtures and re­ 
turn to work. 
The lord mayor has of 
fered his services as a mediator. 
Huge quantities of meat are tied up 
In refrigerators and the stock of coal 
is rapidly running out. 
The shortage of coal necessitated 
the closing down of a number of fac­ 
tories and added greatly to the num­ 
bers of idle men.

were brought into the city, but there 
was less disturbance than on previous 
days 
This was due to the strike com­ 
mittee

manifesto 
earnestly appealing to the men to re­ 
frain from acts of violence.

the docks under strong m ilitary and 
police guard, with a magistrate at the 
front and rear of the procession pre­ 
pared to read the riot ac t in case of 
interferences.

The change of classification has the 
effect of fixing a fiat duty on all wools 
and while it reduces the rates on or­
